Charies foclsch Has a Collision With An- 
other Rig and Is Seriously Hurt 

Charles Foelsch, foreman ot Lake 
Breeze Sanitarium, on Grand avenue, 
just west of Wuukegan, sustained in- 
ternal injuries Sunday night at 10 
o'clock when his buggy collided with 
a buggy beine driven in the opposite 
direction, He was dragged 100 feet 
under his overturned buggy before his 
horse stopped his fight. His condition 
is serious. 

Foelsch wap driving to Waukegan to 
secure laborers to assist In the digging 
of a root cellai" at the sanitarium. His 
horse had an aversions to turning out 
into the side of the road and refused to 
leave the center of the highway de- 
spite the hard tugging at the reins 
when he approached another rig. 

As a result the front wheel struck 
the approaching buggy, smashing the 
axel near the front where the wheel Is 
fastened. This caused the buggy to 
turn completely over, pinning Foelsch 
underneath. 

Frightened at the accident his horse 
started to run. He finally came to a 
stop and occupants of the rig which 
had been run into, hurried forward to 
find the entent of Hs injuries. He was 
placed in their buggy and removed to 
the sanitarium. Dr. Watterson was 
summoned. 

Foelsch had suffered a hemorrhage 
of the lungs and an investigation show- 
ed several nerves and muscles in his 
side badly torn. In addition he had 
been injured internally. His conditon 
is somewhat improved.

That Committee was Brooks, King 
and Meyer. After spending, I think, 3

ors, but the Board required a written 
report. 

The chairman, Mr. Brooks, being 
asked to make a written report said,

to make a written report When the 
Committee finally made its report it 
was that they found 292 voters in the 
uroposed new town, and that the peti- 
tion had 234 legal voters names on it;

WHILE WALKING 

IN HIS SLEEP 



Waukegan friends of Wni. Cochrane, 
84 years old, one of the very earliest 
settlers and a resident up to five years 
ago when he went to live with his 
daughter in Evanaton, were shocked 
when they learned of his sudden death 
in Evanston last Sunday night Death 
was" the result of an accident, Mr. Coch- 
rane having fallen from a two-story 
window to the ground. 

Just how the accident happened no 
one is able to tell but his relatives are 
inclined to think that it happened while 
he was in a somnambulistic state. Aris- 
ing from his bed, while still asleep, he 
walked to the window and toppled out, 
according to the only theory that his 
relatives are able to form. 

The sound of the breaking of glass 
and his fall awakened his relatives and 
they hurried outside where, they found 
his unconscious body. .A physician 
was summoned but he died with having 
regained conflciousness.

Six physicians examined Colonel 
Roosevelt's wound after he had been 
removed to a hospitri. They found it 
impossible to determine the depth to 
which the bullet had penetrated the 
Coloners chest and it was decided to 
take an X-ray photographs- 
Henry Cochema, when the shooting 
occurred, seized the assassin and held 
him until policemen came up. A. mob 
surged around the* man, who apparent- 
ly li a radical on the subject of Roose- 
velt's vunning for another term as Pres- 
ident 

Had it not been for Interference by 
the Colonel the prisoner would have 
been attacked. 

The prisoner, who Is small of atutue, 
admitted firing the shot and said that 
"any man looking for a third term 
ought to be shot" 

_ In notes found in his pockeU .at the 
police station were statements that the 
man had been visited in a dream by the 
spirit of William McKinley, who had 
said, indicating Colonel Roosevelt, -This 
is my murderer, aveitge my death." 

Colonel Roosevelt reached Milwaukee 
shortly after 5 o'clock, and making his 
way through the crowd which had 
gathered at the station, entered an 
automobile and was driven to the hotel- 
He took: dinner in a private dining- 
room on the main floor with the mem- 
bers of the party on his private car. 
'After dinner Colonel Roosevelt went 
to his room on the second floor of the 
hotel, and shortly before 8 o'clock 
started for the Auditorium. 

His automobile stood is front of the 
door, and about it was a crowd of aev- 
erai hundred persons, who were wait- 
ing to catch'a glimpse of the Colonal as 
he started off. 

With the Colonel were Phillip Roose- 
velt, a cousin; Mr. Cochems, Mr. Mar- 
tin and Captain Girard.

Colonel Roosevelt stood calmly look- 
ing on, as though nothing had happen- 
ed, 

Cochena picked the man up as though 
he were a child and carried him the few 
feet which separated them from the 
car, almost to the side of the Colonel. 

"Here he is," said Martin, "look at 
him. Colonel." 

All this happened within a few sec- 
onds, and Colonel Roosevelt stood gaz- 
ing at the man who attempted his life 
before the stunned crowd realizeed 
what was going on. 

Then a cry of rage went up. 
' "Lynch him! Kill him! cried a hun-

The crowd pressed In oh them, and 
Cochens and Captain Girard, who had 
followed Cochens over the side of the 
automobile, were caught with their 
prisoner in the midst of a struggling 
throng of madden men. 

It seemed for the momeut aa if the 
assassin would be torn to pieces by the 
infuriated men, and it was Colonel 
Roosevelt himself who intervened on 
behalf of the man. 

He raised his hand and motioned im- 
periously to the crowd to fall back, 

"Stop! Stopl" He cried; "Stand 
back! Don't hurt hini!" 

The crowd at firsC were not disposed 
to heed his words; but at length fell 
ijack and permitted Cochena and Cap- 
tain Girard to carry the man into the 
hotel. 

After a short struggle the prisoner 
gave up and was carried without re- 
sistance out of the reach of the crowd. 

"Are you hurt, Colonel?" a hundred 
voices called out. ' 

"Oh, no." We responded with a smile; 
^Wssed me that time. I'm not hurt" 

"I think we'd better be going on," 
he said to the other members of his 
party, "or we'll late."

The supervisors last week at their 
meeting which was held at the County 
Poor Farm authorized the committee 
in charge of the farm to purchase sev- 
enteen acres of land which adjoins the 
farm, as an addition if they see fit to do 
so.

TURKS TAKEN IN BAHLE 



Montenegrin Troops Seize Ottomen't 

Positions — Porte and Servla Have 

Begun Hostilities. 

Podgoritra. Oct. 16.— News reached 
here Monday of tho capture by the 
Montenegrin forces of tho Turkish 
positions at TusI, Vrant and Chlptcha- 
nik. Hundreds of prisoners were

Belgrade. Oct. 16.— Hostilities began 
Monday between Turkey and Servla. 
The Turkish troops attacked the Ser- 
vian outposts near Vrania, a customs 
examination station on. the line to 
Salonica and crossed Into Servian 
territory. 

Tho Turkish force which crossed the 
bcwdor is backed by a force estimated 
at 80,000. The Servian force alonic 
tho frontier Is 150.000. 



Camo From New York to Find His 
Victim In Milwaukee, and Express- 
es Regret That His Bullet Did 
Not Carry Death — Crowd 
Tries to Lynch Him. 



Milwaukee. Oct. 15.— At 11 o'clock 
last night the following bulletin was 
Issued: 

"Colonel Roofiovelt has a superficial 
flesh wound below the right breast, 
with no evidence of Injury to lung. 
The bullet Is probably lodged some, 
^here In the chest wall, because there 
■ but one wound and no sign of In- 
lury to the lung. 

"The bleeding was Insignificant and 
-.ha wound was Immediately cleansed 
•xternally and dressed with sterile 
lauze by Dr. R. Q. Sayle of Milwau- 
kee, consulting surgeon of the Emer- 
gency hospital. 

"As the bullet pasted through Col- 
onel Roosevelt's overcoat, other 
slothes, doubled manuscript and metal 
spectacle case. Its force was much dl- 
.Tilnlshed. The appearance of the 
wound also presented evidence of a 
much bent bullet. The colonel Is not 
suffering from shock and Is In no 
pain. Hla condition was so good that 
the surgeons did not object to his 
continuing his Journey In his private 
car to Chicago, where ho will be 
placed under surgical care.

Ex.PrcsIdent Roosevelt was shot

Roosevelt's train started for Chi- 
cago at 12:47. This Is considered evi- 
dence that the bullet wound Is not 
dangerous. Doctor Murphy, Chicago, 
and seven other famous surgeons will 
meet him there to examine him. He 
will rest there a day or two, then go 
on to New York, but probably will be 
able to resume his Interrupted tour 
with the loss of nearly a week. 

Roosevelt retired Immediately after 
going to his train. A large crowd 
gathered at the depot at midnight to 
catch a glimpse of him. Roosevelt 
walked steadily to the train from his 
automobile and bowed a cordial ack- 
nowledgment to a volley of cheers 
that went up. •-- 

"Now I think I'm entitled to sleep," 
he remarked as he got to the state 
room of his car.

Milwaukee, Oct. IB.— An attempt to 
assassinate Colonel Rooflevelt was 
made last night as ho started on his 
way from tho Hotel OUpatrlck In this 
city to tho Auditorium. 

The man who made the attempt Is 
John Schank, 370 East Tenth street. 
New York. 

As he stepped Into an automobile 
a shot was fired by Schenck. who 
edged his way through the crowd to 
the motor car. He took deliberate aim 
and sent a bullet crashing Into the 
ex-presldent's right side, just below 
tho nipple. The shooter was nabbed 
by Elbert H. Martin, the ei-p res I dent's 
stenographer, and Capt. Alfred O. - 
Gerard of Milwaukee, a rough rider 
under Rooserelt. 

Tried to Shoot Second Time. 
As he was about to fire another shot 
the revolver, a 32-calIber affair, was 
knocked from his hand by Col. Cecil 
Lyon of Texas, who Is accompanying 
Roosevelt on his mid-westem cam- 
paign trip. Lyon Jumped out of tho 
automobile and started to choke tho 
would-bo assassin. 

Roosevelt, who had staggered back 
Into the autom*oblla when the shot 
was fired, raised himself up and stood 
looking up at Lyon, who was sitting 
on the shooter. The ex-presldent 
cried, with a gesture: "Don't hurt him; 
I'm all right- 

A captain of police rushed In as 
Lyon released his grip on the fellow 
and, with Lyon's help, dragged the 
man Into the hotel kltchon. ^ 

Colonel Roosevelt sat back In the 
motor car as an Immense iirowd that 
had witnessed the shooting yelled at 
lUm, With rare presence of mind the 
colonel, waving hla hat, cried out: 
"My good friends, I'm not hurt I'm 
going on to- the hall to speak. Good 
luck." 

Tho whole Incident had occurred so 
quickly that the astonished crowd did 
nothing but stand stock still. 

As the colonel's automobile paused 
Roosevelt turned to the chauffeur 
and, in a calm voice, remarked: "Now, 
Just run the car up to the Auditorium. 
I'm not hurt and everything's all 
right" 

As he reached the Auditorium the 
ex-president felt a sharp sting in his 
side' and Instinctively placed his hand 
upon It Dr. Terrill, his private phy- 
sician, who rode In tho autoraoblte 
with him, noticed thegesture. 
Coldnel Estops Examination. 
"Colonel, I believe you are hurt," be 
suggested, with alarm, : 

"No, not at all," returned RooaoveH, 
with a smile. "I feel fine." ; 

"I want to seo if the bullet hit yott," 
Insisted Terrill. 



"Don't bother yourself," protested 
Roosevelt, unperturbed. "If It hurt 
any I would toll you." 

All this colloquy took place In an 
outroom Just outside the Auditorium. 
Fifteen thousand people in the hall 
had henrd tho ex-presldent's automo- 
bile whirring up to the door and they 
were yelling for him. 

In tho meantime members of tho ex- 
presldent's party, in great alarm, had 
gone to the platform of the Auditori- 
um to prepare the huge audience for 
the shocking, news of the attempted 
assassination. 

Harry Cochems of Wisconsin, for- 
mer La FoUette leader, who Is now 
working for the colonel, stepped up 
to the chairman of tho assemblage and 
Interrupted him to whisper the news. 
Audience Told of Shooting. 
"My God!" exclaimed tho startled 
man, and he sank back Into a chair. 
The audience looked on In blank 
amazement. Cochems stepped to the 
fore of tho stage and in quavering 
voice announced: 

"Ladles and gentlemen, I have sad 
news for you. Colonel Roosevelt has 
been shot" 

A murmur ran through the audi- 
ence. "Some crank shot at him as lie 
was on his way here," Cochems went 
on, "The colonel Is outaldo hero and 
will soon address you, because ho In- 
sists on It. I ask you to be 'as quiet 
as you can, as ho Is In great pain. 

"If there aro any physicians In tho 
audience 1 wish they would hurry 
back of tho scenes. They are needed." 
Instantly Dr, R. G. Sayle and Dr. 
Frederick A. Stratton of Milwaukee 
hurried back. They fpund Dr. Terrill 
sitting on a chair beside Colonel 
Roosevelt, trying to induce the ox- 
presldont to give up the speech and 
go to a hospital. 

Insists on Making Speech. 
^'My dear doctor, that Is Impossible," 
declared RooBovelt firmly. "I'm going 
to make that speech If It's the last 



one." — 

Doctors Stratton and Sayle nodded 
to the ex-presldent and asked him If 
ho felt any pain. Roosevelt who was 
sitting up straight In a chair, the most 
placid man In tho group, replied, with 
a wave of his hand: "No. I am not hurt 
a bit I don't think the bullet hit mo. 
If you'll wait until I've flnlshed.my 
ppeech I'll let you see for yourselves." 
Crowd Madly Cheers Roosevelt. 
Seeing it was useless to Interfere, 
tho colonel's bodyguard escorted him 
to the platform. As Roosevelt walked 
firmly to the stage as though nothing 
In the world was the matter, tho gi- 
gantic crowd burst Into the wildest 
cheer he has heard In his campaign 
trip. 

The ex-presldent had In his pocket 
a carefully prepared speech which ho 
had dictated on the train on hlB way 
to Milwaukee. Without formality, ex- 
ceptlng to greet tho crowd as "Fellow 
citizens of WlBCOnsIn^" tho colonel 
pulled tho manuscript of hla speech 
from his pocket As he drew It out 
ho found, for the first time, that tho 
bullet had penetrated. 

The hullot had torn a round hole In 
the thick manuscript. It had gone Into 
the neshy part of the chest and had 
lodged there. 

Blood on Manuscript, 
Those on tho platform saw a tinge 
of red about the bullet mark on the 
manuscript. Dr. Terrill started from 
hiB chair, hound on having tho eX: 
president stop and go at once to the 
hospital. Roosevelt saw him rise 
from the chair. Turning round, tho 
AX'presldent exclaimed, Impatiently: 
"You Just atay where' you are. I am 
going to make this speech, and you 
might as well compoBO yourself." 

Dr. Terrill sat In his chair, hla face 
blanched, as Roosevelt launched 'Into 
the speech. 

"An attempt-has Just been made to 
kill me." ho said. "I am carrying 
tho -bullet In my body now, and so 
I will have to cut my speech. short" 
"You're a child of. destiny." cried 
an aged woman who was seated near 
the, front 

The audience, thoroughly alarmed 
over the colonel's plight aat with 
bated breath as Roosevelt spoke. 
When ho pulled the manuscript out 
and saw thebuUot mark he ^quietly 
placed his hand over the tinged spot 
BO the audience could not see It 
Not until the speech w&s over did 



Roosevelt talked for fifteen minutes 
before ho gave tho slightest indica- 
tion that ho felt tho effect of the bul- 
let Then a sudden tinge of pain 
made hlm^ clutch his right side. The 
audience was quick to observe It and 
a protest ran through tho hall for tho 
colonel to stop. Rooaevelt fr.Dwned. 

"Now, Ihla Is a trivial afTalr,"^ho 
cried. "Any one who knows mo muBt 
realize that 1 would not stop for a 
thing like this. I have a right to feel 
aoro with a bullet In me. But If you 
saw me In battle loading my regi- 
ment you would not want me to 
stop. You would expect mo to go 
ahead, no matter what happened." 

On Into his speech went tho colonel, 
raising his voice to a high pitch. To 
hear him speak, with all the vigor he 
has displayed In his whole campaign, 
no ono would have Imagined, had ho 
not known It, that the plucky candi- 
date carried a freshly-flred bullet. 
Woman Wants Colonel to Stop. 
After Roosevelt had talked for half 
an hour, lambasting Senator Ln Fol- 
lette for opposing tho Progressives In 
Wisconsin and attacking Gove jr 
Wilson for his stand on the trusts and 
labor, he censed for a minute to take 
a glass of water. This was taken by 
the crowd to Indicate that ho was 
growing faint. In Intense perturba- 
tion a vfomanln the audience arose 
nud cried: 

"Colonel Roosevelt won't you please 
let tho doctors look for that bullet? 
Wo can wait till they're through. 
We*ro afraid you aro seriously hurt." 
Roosevelt gently laid down the 
glass of water. Leaning over the 
platform, he exclaimed, In soft, even 
tones: 

"Madam, you mustn't he alarmed. I 
om only slightly hurt and can easily 
go on." 

Tho ex-presldent went on with his 
speech for half an hour longer. Ho 
curtailed his speech only a trifle. 
When he reached Its conclusion. 
Roosevelt smiled amiably, and with a 
comprehensive gesture, eald, indul- 
gently: 

"Now. my friends, 1 want to thank 
you foe your forbearance. You have 
listened patiently to me. Thank you, 
and good luck." 

A deafening round of cheers went 
up as the ex-presldent was escorted 
from the stage. 

While the colonel was' on his way 
to the hosplUl. which la ten blocks 
away from the Auditorium, a meBsago 
was sent to Mrs. Roosoyelt at Oyster 
Bay, telling her of tho shooting. She 
was Informed that the wound was 
slight and that the colonel had gone 
ahead with his speech, suffering no 
discomfiture. Other moasages were 
hurried out to various others of the 
colonel's family, Including Congress- 
man Nicholas Longworth. In Washing- 
ton, Another went to George W. Per- 
kins, tho colonol'a national manager. 
In Now York. All bore the aame as- 
suring word, that the wound ^-.z^: not 
dangerous. 

Reassures Mrs. Roosevelt 
Another one. reassuring Mrs. Roose- 
velt was dictated by the colonel as 
ho lay on the operating table, after 
10: SO o'cloc^, "The wound la no more 
serious than any I even received In 
falling from my horse," wired the 
colonel. 

Entering the hospital, tho colonel 
went Into a side reception room. He 
took off his big coat and hla hat and 
laid them on a couch. "I'm ready," 
ho said, and In a few minutes tho sur- 
geons escorted him to the operating- 
room. - 

Ho was accompanied to tho operat- 
ing-room by PhlUp RooaeveU, O. K. 
Davis. J. Henry. F. CochomB and Dr. 
Terrill. 

Roosovolt took the shooting philo- 
sophically. Aa he rested on the oper- 
ating table, waiting for the sUrgcons 
to get the X-ray ready, he chatted with 
Doctor Terrill and Cecil Lyon about 
politics. 

"We havb made a great fight," ob- 
served the colonel, with a chuckle. 
"We're going ahead with U, too." 

"You'd belter not talk about It 
now,", suggested Doctor Terrill, who 
wanted tho colonel to conserve his 
strength for the operation, 

"I've cot to talk about something," 
protested the colonel.

7 CITIZENS, 2 CONVICTS DIE 

Thirty Escaped Prisoners, Ensconsed 

In Mountains Around Tl.^.wllna* 

Wyo., Battle, With Pursuers. 

RawllnB. Wyo.. OcL 15.— With 
more than thirty escaped convlcta 
trom tho Wyoming penitentiary at 
.largo In. tho mountains around Raw- 
Ilns and practically every man. in 
town '«Uher fighting the desperadoes 
or .assisting In guarding the women 
and children of the city, tlie country 
for~^IloB around Rawlins Sunday 
was the scene of more fighting than 
at any time since the last Indian 
niassacre. Two convicts havo been 
kUlod, several wounded, seven citi- 
zens are reported dead and half a 
dozen are more or less' wounded.

Tho moat aatoundlng fraud over 
perpetrated was that of tho famous 
Bugnr tniBt fraud.

But tho moat pernicious and In- 
genious of these la a device recently 
discovered by the department of 
welghU and moaaures which Is under 
tho Jurisdiction of tho railroad and 
warohouBo commlBslon of Minnesota. 
ThU U a sraall piece of tempered 
steel weighing 1-32 of nn ounco. and la 
UBC^ In s^ea for ^o purpose of add- 
ing to or ahrlnking tho weight of an 
article. It can be carried In tho vest 
pocket and placed In position on the 
scale In n few seconds. It has the 
advantage to the user of being re- 
veralble, that Is to say. ha can tako 
more In buying or givo less In Belling, 
than the Just and proper weight. The 
devlco Is In tho nature of a false 
knlffrfedge or pivot. It has a small pro. 
jecUon on one aide, which when np- 
piled to a scale with tho projoo- 
-ilon .to\frards tho back end of the 
flcale beam tho ofToct wUl bo to make 
, , a load weigh less than correct, and tho 
"Treverae Is true when applied with the 
projection toward the front end of the 
scale' beam. ' 

Theso devices aro made so that the 
tiBo of them on a scale does not af- 
fect tho beam action whereby an ob- 
server could toll that tho scale was 
not weighing correctly, as they allow I 
the beam frcq action. . I 

The percentage of error In the uae 
of thla device would differ, depending 
upon tho" make of acale and the mul- 
tlplylng power of tho scale beam. All 
scale beams havo not tho Bamo meaa- 
urements, and on one scale tho effect 
was 2H per cent either In excess or 
deficiency, depending upon how tho 
device was placed, npd on. another 
acale the effect waa 6 par cent either 
way. On some of tho new type stock 
scales with full capacity beams, hav- 
ing no counterwelghta, the effect 
would easily be 10 per cent of. the. 
load. 

These figures are based. upon the 
assumption that the scale would be 
put Into perfect' balanoo after tho de- 
vice was Inserted, but If by neglect or 
desire the scale should not be bal- 
anced after the, device was put under 
the fulcrum pivot. of the beam, the 
effect would bo to. gIvo a false. weight 
of about 200 pounds on any alzo load 
In addition to tho 2H, B, or 10 per cent 
as the caeo might be. - 

If ono of theao devices were used 
on a scale beam for fraudulent pur- 
poBes, It would undoubtedly b(j Insert- 
ed In the loop from tho rear of the 
beam, and thus could not ho aeenfrom 
tho position In which -ono stands to 
do the weighing, henco the necessity 
of looking Into the beam loops from 
tho. rear of the' beam to' prove that 
Buoh a device la not being used. 

At a largo stock shipping poUit In 
Minnesota many complaints had been 
received relative to tho weights over 
a certain stock scale. On- Investiga- 
tion of tho>cale It wos discovered that 

iOne of these "shrinkors" was In use. 

j'^*i®rpo™"ifs8lon Immediately started 
Its' apooial agent out' to trace It up. 

Tho remarkablo part of the Investl- 

[Kfttlon la that In the endeavor to find 
ho origin "Of this devlco, the^,trair led 
hrough the atatoe of MlnncBota. 
'owa. nilnbls. South Dakota and Wis- 
ionsln, and going on' the old theory, 
'where there is much smoke there' 
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must be some Are." It Is safe to as- 
sume that when continual rumors of 
"shrinkors" were prevalent, the 
shrlnker device must have been doing 
some shrinking, and In tho case of 
this particular form of shrlnker, which 
could be uaed on heavy acales, such 
as stock scales and grain scales. It 
has been tho farmer and producer 
who were the victims. 

The evidence obtained by the agent 
of the Minnesota commission dl^ 
closed the fact that the man who had 
made these devices had procured from' 
|8 to |7G each for them. 
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The followlna^ precautions will be of 
asBlBtanco In helping to detect theso, 
or similar fraudulent dovlces and pre- 
Tcnt tho seller of any commodity 
which may bo weighed over a ecalo 
from being victimized: 

1. See that a scale Is In perfect bal- 
ance before any weighing is done. 

2. See that scale beam swings free- 
ly, that Is, without a stiff Jerking mo- 
tlon. 

3r See that there la ample, clearance 
about the scale platform. If u Is a 
wagon, stock or dump scale.
